Dr. Hickok was a native of Ithaca, 


N. Y., from which his parents re- 
~moved in his second year. The fam- 
ily of Hickok were from Warwick- 
shire^ "England?-- either "in or near 
' Stratford, the tomb of one of th.em,- 
probably the last of his line in Eng- 
land,—is in -the vestry of Holy Trin- 
ity church, Stratford-on-A von (Shake- 
speare's birth-place). 
The inscrip- 
tion on tne tablet reads: 
"To the 
memory of Edward Hickok, Gent, 
who died March 23, A. D. 1774, Aet. 
63. He was pious, charitable and of 
the strictest integrity." 


The ancestor 
of the American 
name,—William Hickox, of Fanning- 
ton, Conn.,—from whom the subject 
of this sketch is a descendant in the 
seventh generation, emigrated to New 
England 
early in the seventeenth 


century, probably between 1627 and 
1633. 
The exact date, however, is 
uncertain 
His—Charles 
N.'s—de- 
scent from the same name comes also 
through his mother; Mrs. Lockwood 
(her mother^ being, before her mar- 
riage with Job Lockwood, Sarah 
Hickok, daughter of Nathan Hickok 
of Wilton, Conn., a cousin of Jesse, 
the father of John Hoyt Hickok. 
By 
his mother's side, Charles N. Hickok 
is a direct descendant, in the eighth 
generation, from Robert Lockwood, 
who came over with Governor Win- 
throp's fleet in 1630. 
Winthrop 
speaks of him as "Goodman Lock- 
wood." 
He was from England and 
wa"s a descendant of Rev. Richard 
Lockwood, Baronet, of Dews Hall, 
Essex and Gayton, Northampton; rec- 
tor in 1527-30 of Dingley, Northamp- 
tonshire. 
He—Sir Richard—was, in 
turn, a descendant in the fifth gener- 
ation of Rogerus De Lockwoode of 
Lockwoode, Staffordshire. The fam- 
ily are still numerous in England 
and Scotland; several of them have 
held important public trusts in the 
centuries past. 
The present Lords 
Napier and Vernon, also the Earl of 
Arran, are direct descendants of Rev. 
Sir Richard Lockwood, above men- 
tioned.

Washington, 
December 
4.—The 
annual message of the President was 
submitted and read in both houses of 
Congress yesterday at noon. 
It is 
both lengthy and vigorous, charac- 
teristic of its author, and contains 
many matters of national concern. 
The following digest of the message 
will disclose its strength and inter- 
est: 


"I again recommend a law pro- 
hibiting all corporations from con- 
tributing to campaign expenses of 
any party. 
Let individuals contrib- 
ute as they desire; but let us pro- 
hibit in effective fashion all corpo- 
rations from making contributions 
for any political purpose, directly or 
indirectly." 


"The triumph of the mob is just 
as evil a thing as the triumph of the 
plutocracy, and to have escaped one 
danger avails nothing whatever if we 
succumb to the other." 
"Every lynching means just so 
much moral deterioration in all the 
children who have any knowledge of 
it, and therefore just so much addi- 
tional trouble for the next generation 
of Americans. 
"Let justice be both sure and 


swift; but let it be justice under the 
law, and not the wild and crooked 
savagery of a mob." 
"Of course the best type of educa- 
tion for the colored man, taken as a 
whole, is such education as is con- 
ferred in schools like Hampton and 
Tuskegee; where the boys and girls, 
the young men and young women, are 
trained industrially as well as in the 
ordinary public school branches."

THE JAPANESE QUESTION 


The recommendation by President 


Hoosevelt in his message that if pos- 
sible an income tax law be passed 
-was a surprise to many of those who 
«o persistently opposed it when such 
a law was passed under the last 
Cleveland administration. It was a 
Uernocratic measure then and it is a 
Democratic doctrine now. 


It will be remembered that at the 


xime the law was passed its consti- 
tutionality was questioned,—for the 
most part in circles of millionaires, 
-who naturally would be most affect- 
,ed,—and the matter was taken to the 
Supreme Court. That body of final 
appeal decided it to be constitutional 
~by a divided vote—5 to 4. 
It re- 


zmained constitutional 
during 
the 


.night but by the time of the next 
•day's session one of the justices had 
-•changed his mind and the decision 
-was reversed. 


This strange action on the part of 


the great tribunal was condemned 
3jy William J. Bryan, and his utter- 
ances were denounced by the Repub- 
lican papers of the land from centre 
to circumference. 
Tney looked up- 


on it as not only presumptuous but 
as unpatriotic and un-American for 
Mm to criticise the Supreme Court, 
the while forgetful of the fact that no 
stronger condemnation of that body 
was ever uttered than was poured 
iorth by Abraham Lincoln when the 
Dred Scott Decision was made public. 


But times are changed! Now their 


Idol, Theodore Roosevelt, President 
of the United States, advocates the 
passing, if possible, by Congress of a 
graded 
Income Tax law—a 
law 


•which the Stipreme Court has de- 
•elared to be unconstitutional. 
Again 


.and in another 
phase 
President 


.Roosevelt stands in the year 1906 
"where Mr. Bryan stood more than 
eight years ago; he favors an In- 
come Tax as a means of lightening 
the burden of the middle and poorer 
•classes and intimates that such an 
.act would be constitutional. 


In the lengthy message of Presi- 


dent Roosevent read to both houses 
of Congress this week his comment 
on the question of admitting Japa- 
nese to the schools of San Francisco 
called forth the greatest amount of 
criticism. 
Following is the Presi- 


dent's statement: 


In the matter now before me 


affecting 
the Japanese every- 


thing that it is in my power to 
do will be done, and all the 
forces, military and civil, of the 
United States which I may law- 
fully employ will be so em- 
ployed. 
In it the representatives of Cali- 


fornia and of some other sections see 
a smothered threat to use the mili- 
tary forces of the United States to 
coerce a state to comply with his 
wishes. 
It is claimed by one of the 


representatives from California, in an 
interview given out after the reading 
of the message, that there is no inten- 
tion on the part of the school au- 
thorities to exclude the Japanese chil- 
dren from the schools; the objection 
is to admitting adult Japanese into 
the lower grades with American chil- 
dren. 


While the declaration of the Presi- 


dent seems to many Congressmen and 
newspapers to portend 
something 


ominous, Viscount Aoki, the Japanese 
Minister at Washington, calmly dis- 
cussed the matter as follows: 


There is no agitation in Japan, 


there is no feeling against the 
United States among our people. 
It is all in San, Francisco and in" 
Europe and in the newspapers. 
Our people are 'fully advised of 
the facts. 
We are willing to 


leave everything to your 'Presi- 
dent and your Secretary of State 
and your courts. 


GILLETTE FOUND GUILTY 


In First Degree for Murder of His 


Sweetheart, Grace Brown. 


At Herkimer, N. Y., on Wednesday, 


Chester E. Gillette, charged with kill- 
ing his sweetheart, "Billy" Brown, a 
Cortland factory-girl, at Big Moose 
lake on July 11, was found guilty of 
murder in the first degree by a jury 
which had the case under deliberation 
for five hours. Gillette took the ver- 
dict stoically. 


In his charge to the jury Judge 


Devendorf said, "The evidence that 
Grace Brown lost her life at Big 
Moose lake admits of no doubt. But 
there is no testimony on the part of 
the people as to an eye witness, as 
to what occurred at the fatal mo- 
ment, other than the defendant, to 
detail the last scene in the alleged 
tragedy. But all evidence is more or 
less circumstantial, whether consist- 
ing of facts which permit the infer- 
ence of the guilt or whether given by 
an eye witness." 
The judge then touched on the 
question of the crime and later said: 
"If the jury finds that Grace Brown 
jumped overboard voluntarily and 
that the defendant made no attempt 
to rescue her, that does not make him 
guilty." 


The jury retired immediately after 
the charge was concluded. Sentence 
of death in the electric chair at Au- 
burn, N. Y., was to be pronounced 
yesterday. This has been one of the 
most sensational murder trials of late 
years and people traveled many miles 
to be present.

VIRGINIA SCHOOLS 


Dormer Bedford 
County Teacher 


Writes of Educational System. 


Edlnburg, Va., Dec. 4, 1906. 


To my many friends among the 
eachers of Bedford county, this arti- 
cle is designed to give some general 
dea of the school work an<? of the 
jchool awakening in Virginia. There 
was a time in this state when public 
education and the public free schools 
were by no means in a prosperous 
:ondition; they were even scorned. 
'rivate schools were 
the popular 


hing, and those who could not at- 
tend them were, of necessity, de- 
prived of even an elementary educa- 
.ion. 


To the credit of the people of Vir- 


jinia that state of things does not ex- 
st now. Great changes have been 
wrought in the last six years. The 
executive and legislative departments 
of the state have made rapid strides 
toward good free schools. 


Under the new High School Law it 
s possible for every village to have 
i good high school. In the last year 
one hundred and forty-nine new high 
schools were established. 


In the country districts the schools 
are being consolidated, giving the 
armer's child the 
advantage of a 
raded school and also of a high 


schoo) course. This is done by haili- 
ng the children to some central 
>oint. 
Special wagons are used for 


;his purpose. 
Salaries were very low; but this is 
seing remedied as rapidly as possi- 
ble. 
As the salaries are increased, 
the standard for teacners is also in- 
creased; thus the efficiency of our 
teaching force becomes greater each 
year. 


The State Teachers' Association 


leld at Richmond last week was sure- 
.y a great one. 
It is said to have 


Deen the greatest ever held in the 
South. The educators, teachers and 
school officials return to their homes 
with renewed zeal for the great 
school work of this state. 


By no means the smallest thing in 
the educational movement in this 
state is the Co-operative Educational 
Association. This organization is un- 
der the control of the women. It is 
a well recognized fact that wherever 
women take hold of anything it must, 
and will, go. 
This society, as its 


name indicates, co-operates with the 
school in many ways; it improves 
buildings, provides equipment, beau- 
tifies grounds, opens libraries, and 
many other good things are done that 
are of vast importance to the welfare 
of the school. As a result of this so- 
ciety, parents are brought into close 
touch with the school. 
When par- 
ents take interest and pride in their 
school, success is almost assured.

Clark's Stormy Political Career 
In view of Senator Clark's reported 
statement that he will not seek re- 
election to the Senate, it is interest- 
ing to review the stormy political 
career of the great mining king. He 
was nominated for territorial dele- 
gate in Congress in 1888, but was 
defeated, largely, it was said, through 
Daly's influence. 
In the first Mon- 
tana election of Senators, he was 
again nominated, and claimed elec- 
tion, but was denied a seat. In the 
campaign of 1S93, implications of 
bribery were brought against him. 
He lost the election by a few votes, 
and the Legislature adjournort with- 
out electing a Senator.
